Independent claim 1 relates to a memory card having a tamper resistant module 
with an internal memory and a processing unit. The processing unit is able to 
assign a memory area in a nonvolatile memory outside the tamper resistant 
module and to store access information for this memory area in the internal 
memory. Thus access to the memory area in the nonvolatile memory is only 
possible via the tamper resistant module. 

Such an arrangement is not suggested by the documents of the search report. 
The subject-matter of claim 1 therefore meets the requirements of Article 33(2) 
and (3) PCT. 

The above arguments apply likewise to the other independent claims. 

Claims 2-14 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
